SAVANTS NOT EXCEPTED. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M 
NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The Civil 
Service Commission of Greater New 
York has ruled that the commission of 
medical experts appointed last year by 
the city authorities to investigate pneu- 
monia and its causes cannot emepier 
assistants in other cities unless the 
physicians so employed first come to 
New York and undergo a municipal 
civil service examination. The ruling 
has surprised the expert commission. 
which comprises some of the most dis- 
tinguished medical men in the country. 
To pay the expense of the commis- 
sion’s work, the Board of Hstimate 
made an appropriation of $10,000. The 
members of the commission asked the 
city to appoint without competitive ex- 
amination physicians of Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and Boston to collect sta- 
tistice and others material of value to 
them from those centers of population. 
It was proposed to pay these physicians

The area of this reservoir, with the 
dam running G@fty feet above the creek 
bed, will be 220 acres; and its capacity 
will be from 3400 to 3500-acre feet. It ix 
expected that this water storage will 
provide irrigation for at least 1200 acres 
of the lowlands In the Banning ranch. 

The great dam is based on shelves of 
bedrock on both sides of the original 
waterway. It is constructed of concrete 
with a 234-foot radius for the arch. The 
great wall ts reinforced by steel rods, 
running tlongitudinally as well «as 
transversely, and placed about three 
feet apart throughout the entire struc- 
ture. This will require many tons of 
steel. This mode of construction is 
used to reinforce the arch action in the 
concrete, and to save on the cost of 
construction. 

A most satisfactory bedrock has been 
found, averaging about ten feet below 
the creek bed, narrowing in on a sheilf 
standing ten degrees horizontal on both 
sides of the natural waterway.

The Women Most to be Desired ic She

[New York World:] Of all the gifts 
which the parsimonious deities presid- 
ing at human births confer sparingly 
upon mankind that of silence f surely 
most to be desired.

Yet if any of these people ha at 
any time to be fll or tired or very 
much depressed and chanced to en- 
counter the brilliant conversationalist 
and the dull, silent matron, they 
would realize at once the maddening 
imposvibiliity of Uving with the one 
and the entire restfulness of the other.

URING the present week the people of the United 

States will celebrate a great holiday which is 

peculiar to us as a pation. It is called Thankagiv- 
ing Day. There is no othec country tm the world that 
has a custom of the kind, regularly obeerved every year. 
it is @ custom that originated with the Puritan forefath- 
ers in the Colonial days of New England, and which, 
from year to year, grew in favor, epreading from sec- 
tion to section, until now it ie not only nationally rec- 
ognized, but is regularly observed as a holiday In all the 

States and Territories throughout Uncle Sam's entire 
domain, and even by Americans living or traveling 
abroad . 

Tt ie interesting to trace back the bistory of this an- 
nual feast of our great country, and to learn bow it first 
came into vogue and afterward was permanently estab- 
lished among us. To begin with, it appears that the 
day was suggested to the New England Pilgrim Fathers 
by the Hebrew feast of tabernacies, or “feast of in- 
gathering aj the end of the year.” After the frst har- 
vest of the colonists at Piymouwth tn 1621, Gov. Bradford 
sent four men out fowling, that they “might after a 
more special manner rejoice together.” In July, 1623, 
a day of fasting and prayer was appointed on account 


of drouth. Rain came abundantly while (hey were pray~ 


ing, and the Governor appointed a day of thanksgiving, 
which was ocbeerved with religious services. From that 
time on days of thankegiving became the custom 
throughout all the colonies whenever the people wished 
to acknowledge any special blessing that had been be- 
flowed upon them by divine providence. These days 
were of frequen’ occurrence, but without any specific de- 
termina'ion on the calendar. During the Revolutionary 
War, however, a day of thanksgiving was annually rec- 
ommended by the Continental Congress. Afterward kK was 
allowed to fall into disuse to « great extent for many 
years as a nationa! institution, although Washington and 
succeeding Presidents occasionally issued specia! procia- 
mations calling upon the people to make acknowledg- 
ment in a public manner to the Creator for some peculiar 
rouchsafement of His mercy. 

However, it is known that, In the meantime, the od- 
servance was regularly kept up in New Bagland where 
the Governors proclaimed such a day, regularly each 
year. It was pot until the time of our Civil War that 
Thankegiving Day became a. national institution. Dur- 
ing each one of those four memorable years, President 
Lincoln issued thanksgiving proclamations. Since that 
time such @ proclamation has been issued annually by 


the President, as well as by the Governors of the States 


and the Mayors of the principal cities; and custom bas 
fized (he time for the last Thursday m November, 

Thus is it seen that, while there is no Federal statute 
other than one declaring Thankagiving Day, whenever 
appointed, to be «a legal boliday, the custom has become 
#0 fixed upon the nation and all the people thereof that 
it is tantamount to « lew and as binding upon us all as 
it could be made by statutory enactment. Each year we 
come to look for it. Bach year our Presidents issuc 
their stately proclamations admonishing the people to 
gather in their accustomed places of worship, there to’ 
render thanks to Almighty God for the biessings He has 
bestowed upon the dear country so beloved by all its 
sons and daughters. On that day families hold their 
happy reunions, the feast is spread, and joy and gladness 
reign supreme. It 's also come to be a day full of happy 
and sacred memories to all who look back upon the past.

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“We take advantage of the habits and customs of the 
salmon. They have their own way of doing things, and 
they will do the same things over again the same way 
year after year. If coming to the fresh water to spawn 
they go in a body, and will not allow anything to turn 
them from their course if they possibly can. We know 
just where the course is, and, where it lies alone the 
shore of the island, we build out breakwaters with these 
heart-shaped traps at the end.

“Washington is growing rapidiy, both cast and west,” 
was the reply. “Seattle and the Puget Sound region 
have been greatly benefited by Alaska and the trane- 
Pacific trade. Seattle bas now 156,000, and kt is about 
the most business-like town of the West. Everyone is 
making money there.” 

“How about eastern Washington?” 

“That part of the State is rapidly improving. We are 
redeeming much of it by irrigation. Land that we used 
to consider nothing but barren sand bas been watered, 
and it is sow the most fertile part of the country. Tes 
pears ago it was not considered worth taking up on ac- 
count of the taxes. Now it is valued at from $200 to $400 
per acre, and several hundred thousand acres have been 
redeemed. We have some excellent wheat lands in the 
eastern part of the State. The soll is deep and rich, and 
it often bridgs from twenty-five to fifty bushels per acre 
as a Gret crop We are doing a good deal of dairying. 
and are now making mililons of pounds of butter and 
cheese. As to irrigation, when the ditches. which are 
now in course of construction end proposed are com- 
pleted, we will have more than a mililon acres of that 
kind of land.” , 

Uncle Sam's Lumber Yard. 
“Are your timber lands not pretty well cat off?” 
“No,” replied the Washinrtonian. “They have been 


only nibbled around the edges. We have about the | 
greatest amber yard that Uncle Sam owns, and we have 
enough to last for a hundred years, with an annual cut 
of 2,000,000000 feet. The geological survey estimates 
that we have now standing more than 196,000,000,000 
fee: of timber. You people have no idea of the extent 
of our forests, por the size of the trees. A single Wash- 
Ingion tree has yielded 89,000 feet of lumber. That 
would be enough to bulld, shingles and all, seven five- 
room cottages, and to leave sufficient wood from the 
slabs and limbs to heat the families living in those cot- 
tages for one year.” 

“What kind of woods have you?” 

“A great many,” wasaihe reply. “The Washington fr 
is stronger than oak. Ii grows as straight as an arrow. 
and has no limbs for the first hundred feet. It is used as 
spars and masis by ihe shipping of the wo?id and is val- 
wabl> for railroad werk and bridge building. Then we 
havp the cedar, which makes the shingles which are 
shipped all over the Bast. Millions of you people sleep 
every night under Washington shingles. The spruce is 
a «bite wood, somewhat like pine, which is used for all 
kinds of boxes, wooden ware and furniture; and we have 
4.9 plee and hemlock for the same purpose. We are 
doing # great deal of wood working now, and are ship- 
ping sash, doors, furniture, pails and boxes all over the 
West. We are annually paying out In wages $25,000,000 
through our mills and logging camps; and we have about 
$7,000,000 pow invested in the lumber indusiry. We 
are shipping lumber by rail all over the United Siates, 


and by steamboac to, nearly every country on the Pacific 
and also to Europe.

NOTABLE oF AN ITALIAN FROM

HE entire world today is singing the praises of and 
congratulating Prof. Alfred Trombetti of Cueno. 
liaty, who bas overcome almost insurmountable ob- 
stacies and rieen from obscurity to fame, having jutt 
had conferred on him by the Academia dei Lineci, of 
Rome, the royal prize of 10,000 francs, for a work on 
“Comparative Glottology.” He is regarded the world 
over as the greatest of living philologists, and has be- 
come among learned men in all parts of the globe de- 
eervedly famous. 
Until a.month ago he was a humble teacher of La‘in 
and Greek. Today he is recognized as the creator and

founder of an entirely new system of the utmost value 
in linguistic researches and discoveries, and is honored 
«by an institution of learning that boasts 400 years’ ex- 
isience. 

Prof. Trombetti has been offered a chair in the Ual- 
versity of bis mative city, and King Victor Emmanue! 
has announced his intention to pay the expenses of the 
priniieg and publication of his books. 

Trombetti’s life reade like a chapter of a fantastic 
novel. He was born in 1966, in Bologna, of a family of 
poor laborers. His father. who made « bare living at 
rope making, dled about 1873, leaving a wife and three 
children absolutely destitute. The two youngest were 
placed In a charitable institution, while the oldest. A’- 
fred. who had just passed the primary public school, 
found employment as boy in a barber shop at the munif- 
cent salary of one franc weekly. 

His greatest bandicap was ecarcity of means to buy 
books—even second hand.

The perfect koto has seven strings, but there are 
all sorts of variations, running from the summa-koto, 4 
one-stringed affair, up to a great unwieldy structure 
carrying from twenty-five to Gfty strings. The most 
popular form of the koto is called the sono with thirteen 
strings, played with a set of diminutive pilectra and 
having a set of movable bridges, by adjustment of which 
the instrument is tuned. Every variety of the koto 
shows a sounding board which rests on the floor In front 
of the performer who plucks the strings with little ivory 
picks which are attached to his Gngers. The oldést form 
of the instrument is recorded as having been nine feet 
in breadth and having had strings six feet long. 

The other stringed instrument which deserves partic- 
ular mention is the kokiu. This has the usual primitive 
bods. of hardwood and skin.

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TYPHOID FEVER AND OYSTERS. | 

In the dlecussion of the oyster as means of comme 
nicating the germs of typhoid fever ia Burope and i: 
ihe Untied State. many itnaccurate saelemen'r 
have been put in circulation, so that the goverament har 
deemed necessary to have the matter tavestigate! 
by an exper’ commission ia order to avoid any passibir 
damaze to the oyster industry. The report of this body 
states that under normal conditions the oyster i not 
unwholesome a! any time during the year, and that its 
peculiar microbian diseases, which are exceedingly rare 
are not tranemiesible to man. “Wild” oysters, although 
not hiways for food, are free from contamigation, an! 
do not eodanerr public heal'b. while those raised or fat- 
tened im beds are usually free from suspicion. The 
transmission of typhoid by oysters possible, yet weil!- 
authenticated cases of action are rare and tavolve 
a series of exceptional cireametances. The chief sources 
of danker are in the beds where the oysters are kept be- 
fore transportation, the caring for them during trame- 
portation, and finally the shops of the retail dealers. tt 
is bellewed that the connection between typhoid fever 
and the eating of oyeter te due lergely to the fact that 
indulgence in this form of shell Gsh begins at the tim 
when there is a maximum number of typhoid cases, and 
the matter is one of coincidence rather (han cause and 
effect.—({Harper's Weekly.

A quaint custom of the Hawatian, and one to which 
the white people take kindly, is the wearing of the lel 
(lay.) The lei is made by stringing the blossoms of a 
flower on a long piece of fiber, and when complete resem- 
bles a huge flowery caterpillar. It is used as a decoration 
on festive occasions, or presented to friends as a special 
token of regani. The Hawalian’s toilet is not complete 
without a lel around his hat. and the departing guest 
staggers up the gang plank of the steamer loaded down 
with leis from admiring friends. A local paper, com- 
menting on the recent departure of a man whom the 
city wus well rid of, said: “He wore no leis.” This e.- 
pressed the climax of disapproval. 

Leis are made by native flower girle who come ¢own- 
town every morning with their wares and sit In rows 
on the sidewalks, with their backs up against the bulld- 
ings, and every outgoing and incoming boat finds them 
down at the wharf. Often one of the “flower girls” ix 
& big. fat, barefooted Hawaiian, or a wrinkled old dame. 
but all seem to have the same love for flowers. 

The native feast is called a luau (loo’ow,) and the 
menu consists of poi, roast pig. roast dog and raw Gish 
mm many varieties. Most Hawaiians live on pol and raw 
fivh. A fisherman will pick up a live fish, bite off its 
head and eat {: before it stops kicking. This ts not ex- 
ageerated a particie. 

Poi, the national dish, is made from the root of the 
taro plant, which looks not wnlike a faded purplish po- 
tato when boiled. They pound this boiled root on « 
board, adding a little water until it is of the consi«!- 
ency of a thick and eticky batter, and looks as giuch 
like a linseed poultice as anything I can think of. This 
is eaten frém wooden bowls called calabashes, by dip- 
ping in two fingers and licking them off. A large cala- 
bash holds several quarts, and as many people may dip 
in as are within dipping distance. I thought this was 
pretty bad until it was explained to me that the pol i« 
so siicky that whatever fouches the fingers adheres to 
them and is :emoved from the bow! in consequence, 
but at its best it cad hardly be considered dainty. 

The pig is wrapped in large leaves and cooked on ho’ 
stones, the whole being covered with earth, and Fide 
is prepared in the same way.

There are so many evidences that the Hawallan has 
not reached the highest type of civilization that lt ts 
almost discouraging.

Still, with abundant exam- 
ple to the contrary they cannot bet improve, and may 
in time learn to emulate their Anglo-Saxon brethren in 
turned-up trousers and cigarette, “don't you know.” 

The principal feature about Honolulu which tm- 
preases the visitor is the wealth of tropical vegetation 
and the spacious grounds about the residences. There 
are not the thousands of roses seen in California, for 
the destroying beetle prevents this, but there is a lux- 
uriance of beautiful and many-itinted follage and an 
abundance of tropical plants of every description. Many 
of the comparatively unpretentious homes are almos! 
hidden from view in grounds covering a whole block. 
and what I like about these grounds is that they are no‘ 
gotten up in a keep-off-the-grass style, with everything 
in rows, as if it just had a fresh hair cut.The trees 
grow naturally, and if they take a notion to bulge our 
on one side more than another, they bulge out, and do 
not look around to see what the other trees are do- 
ing. 

To give an idea of the climate, the following clipping 
from the “want” column of a January publication i« 
quoted. It speaks volumes: “For Rent: Nice cool room. 
mosquito proof.” Tt may be hard to imagine mosquitoes 
in January, but like the poor they are always with us, 
and every bed has the tell-tale netting suspended from 
the celling, which is gracefully festooned (the netting, 
not the ceiling,) over the head of the bed by day and en- 
velopes the whole structure by night.

THE LONDON CABBY. 


There are in London 2711 cab proprietors and of these | 


2244 own fewer than five vehicles. As you see, it is « 
poor man’s indusiry. There is only one large company 
the London Improved Cab Company, which owns 300 
cabs; the Earl of Shrewsbury and Talbot, who was once 
a large owner, went out of business. In the main then 
the small proprietor—the “Mush"”—who owns a few cabs 
and drives one himeelf controls the trade. The average 
ce for hiriag a cab is twelve and threepence a day. 
nm addition the cabman has to pay the yard feces. He 
gets two horees a day and is weually fourteen hours on 
the box. His license costs him five shillings a year. The 
tax of £2 on the cab and the Gfteen-shilling wheel duty 
are paid by the owner. Taking it day in and day oat 
the cabby makes about five shillings a day. In the sta- 
son be may take In more money, but as the hire te raised 
on him, it comes to the same thing. If he is not content 
~and there is no reason why be should be—he does not 
grumble unduly. Every day in London 129,000 people 
ride in cabs. Of course there ts friction and there is « 
deal of noley quarreling over fares. but. © fer as my 
experience goes. the cabby ise weually right in his 
mate of the distance he has traveled and the money 
that is due him. The cab horses are a good lot. They 
are worked six bours a day on an average. About three 
years In a hansom, however, will do up the best of them. 
Then they drift down to the four-wheelers. A melan- 
choly vehicle, that. You remember, do fou not, “Gre- 
gers” In Ibeen's “Wild Duck,” whose unhappy destiny it 
was to be always thirteenth at table’ It le the gloomy 
function of the four-wheeler to “follow with the lu«- 
gage.”

AN ITALIAN 


{London Mirror:] One of the most interesting and 
typical Italian characters is dying in Rome. 

This is no other than Crispl’s second wife, Rosalie 
Montmasson. Although of humble birth, thirty-odd 
years ago she played an important part in Italian poll- 
tica. 

Crispi’s frst introdection to this woman was in 1852, 
when, after the failure of the battle of Novara, he Was 
languishing in prison at Turin. One day a beantiful 
creature came to him in his cell and asked to be allowed 
to do his washing. The impulsive revulutionary fell in 
love with his washerwoman, and for a time could think 
of nothing else. 

When he was released and took refuge fn Malta Rosa- 
lie followed him. But Malta was not safe for him. P-- 
fore leaving, he did tardy justice to the gcrl, and mar- 
ried her, the ceremony being performed by a wandering 
Jesuit, who merely placed the ring on the girl's finger 
and gave the young couple his benediction. 

Crispi went to England on a tramp steamer, but his 
wife worked her way across the continent and rejoined 
him in London. Hese she was of inestimabie value in 
smugg!ing (he correspondence between her husband and 
Mazzini. 

She used to carry the letters in her market basket and 
hand them over to the emissaries of Mazzini amid the 
turmol! of Covent Garden. 

At night she washed and ironed ber husband's only 
white waistcoat, shirt, and collar while he slept. 

In 1859 Crispi returned to Sicily. and started planning 
another revolution, and in the following year took part 
in the campaign of Garibaldi’s “Thousand of Marsala.” 
Through this weary time Rosalie accompanied him ecv- 
erywhere, (aking an equa! share in the hardships of cam- 
paigming 

When the Cross of Valor was awarded to the Thousand 
ber comrades demanded (hai she should be given a cross 
of diamond: 

Crispi was now at the top of. the tree. bat Rosalie 
could sot accommodate bereelf to bis position.

GED MEN or Days.

IVE survivors of a band numbering thirty gathered 

together last week to talk ovet incidents connected 

with the rush for gold into Yosemite Valley, Story 
after story closed the gap of forty-four years, and much 
of the discussion would be interesting in the State's his- 
tory. Each of the five is full of honors t= his own land. 
and some of the band who have “gone over the range 
were noted in the affairs of the western slope. Through 
the questions of an easterner and younger man, the gen- 
eral conversation drifted finally into a discussion of tbe 
western pioneer and gold bunier. 

“Ne matier where I go.” sald this younger maa, 
“among mining camps there is always the same praise 
paid to the old-time California gold hunter. In Alaska 
the old Californian was an oracle, and always an ae- 
thority; in Australia he was a sort of bero, and in South 
America, a marvel. Time is thinning the ranks, bat se" 
long as they live they will be found im the vanguard of 
new camps, and their uowritten laws and customs will 
always be the basis for the ethical direction at least of 
camps.” 

“And very properly should all this be true,” eald Lewis 
H. Spitzer, “for there never was a body of men Iike 
them. As there are plenty of Americans, there may be 
worthy successors, but still the old band were « body 
by theméeives.” 

Mr. Splizer is the Assessor for Santa Clara county, and 
bas in recent years made his home in San Jose. His 
years of California life began ‘n bis youth fighting the 
battles of wagon trains aad in the turmoil, strife and 
hardships of camp life. Now in the fullness of his years 
he is enjoying a full reward for his labors, and the newer 
genera.ion delight in setting aside all semblance of po- 
litieal strife to do bim honor at the polis. 

“In the early days of California,” continued Mr. Spit- 
rer, “a man was reckoned exactly for the sphere he 
could fli in camp life, and the way he could treat bis 
fellow-men. In those days every person was engaged io 
his own way of getting wealth, and it was a struggle a:! 
the time. Yet all had time to be good fellows and be 
helpful each to another where help was required. We 
had bad men and lots of them, bat there was « survival 
of the best in the end. I cam testify to one instance and 
pay a deserved tribute at the same time.” 

When Mr. Splizer asked his friends if they could re- 
member the day forty-four years ago that bis claim bad 
been jumped each of the other four began to lauch 
They remembered, and In the course of the talk It was 
gathered thet Mr. Spitzer, then a very young man, had 
been in very close proximity to death. During bis ab- 
sence from his claim one afternoon a well-known char- 
acter in the camp had “jumped” the location. Whea 
Mr. Spitzer returned the man was working at the sluice 
box, two large Colts revolvers were in bis belt and « 
carbine lying close by; im fact, he had the arsenal of « 
camp man who believed that might always made right. 
Beyond a grow! and threat the fellow paid no aiienion 
to the complaints of the young owner. ' 

“Kaowing Jim Hite as we all did.” said ome of the 
party, “we bad concluded long before (hat the claim was 
gone. And we thought Lou was gone, too, when he bris- 
tled up so strong and ordered the fellow off. Forge it? 
Well, no one will forget the way you backed Hite of 
the claim with your revolver. You had the drop and 
the pluck. My! how he did swear and take on. It was 
the first time he had ever been downed, and by a kid.” 

Jim Hite, as the talk continued, proved to be J. KR. 
Hite, the millionaire mine owner, whose business and 
family affaires are parts of California history. Through 
marrying an Indian squaw he was able to locate mince 
which later made him one of the noted wealth owners 
of the State. And hie subsequent actions in connection 
with his Indiana wife and this fortune made him one of 
the most widely-discussed men in the whole country. 

“I had good reason to be frightened.” continued Mr. 
Spitver. “for Jim Hite waa then; and always afierward.

THE WORLD'S COMMERCE. 

The world’s commerce in the latest year for which eta- 
tistics are available, as noted in the annual report of the 
chief of the Bureau of Statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, shows the total exports of al! na- 
of the world to be, ia the latest year available. 
$10,515,000,000, and the value of the total imports of al! 
nations, $11.808,000,000. This would give the total value 
of the world’s imports and exports combined as $22.224.- 
000,000; but since all articles which were counied as ex- 
ports became in turn imports whea they entered the 
country of destination, it would appear thal the actual 
value of the articles entering into international com- 
merce in round terms, $11,000,000 600. 


The value of the articles forming the internal com- 


merce of the United States is estimated at about $22.- 
000,000,000 in a single year. 


Thus, while it has been customary to speak of the in- 
ternal commerce of the United States as equal to the 
entire international commerce of the world, it appears 
from this statement that the actual value of the mer- 
chandise entering into the internal commerce of the 
United States le practically twice as great as (hai enter- 
ing the international commerce of the warld.—{Harper's

Osteopathy. 


HE following communication has been roce!ved from 

Mra. D. A. G. of Los Angeles: 

“Will you, through the “Care of the Body’ columns. 
kindly inform inquirers of the exact standing of an oste- 
opathic physician, compared with one of the old #& hoo!, 
homeopathic and even Obristian Science’ 

“If a patient dies under Christian Science treatmen:, 
prosecutions may folww. Is that possible under oste- 
opathic treatment? 

“I have the impression that osteopaths are recognized 
as physicians in this State. If so, can you tel! where 
we can find the law to that effect? If so recognized, Ip 
how many States?’ 

Reply: A bill to regulate the practice of omteopathy 
in the State of California was introduced in the State 
Legislature during January, 1901. This bill was passed 
by both branches of the Legislature, and became a law 
March 9, 1901. The caption of the law is: “To Regulate 
the Practice of Osteopathy in the State of California, and 
to License Osteopaths to Practice in this Siate, and Pun- 
ish Persons Violating the Provisions of tnis Act.” It 
can be found in the volame of Genera! Laws of Califor- 
nia, for 1903, page 975, Los Angeles Public Library. 

The law provides for a State Board of Osteopathic Ex- 
aminers (five members) elected by the Osteopathic A«so- 
ciation of the State of California. Section 4 of the law 
provides as follows: “It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to practice osteopathy in this State without a license 
from said board. All persons practicing osteopathy 
within this State prior to the passage of this act and 
holding a diploma from a legally authorized college of 
osteopathy, of good repute, may be licensed to prac:ice 
osteopathy in this State, by submitting to sald Board of 
Osteopathic Examiners such a diploma, and satisfying 
such board that (hey are the legal holders thereof, or by 
undergoing an individual examination in the following 
branches, to wit: Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, bis- 
tology, pathology, gynecology, obstetrics, and theory an‘ 
practice of osteopathy, and such other branches as the 
board shall deem advisable.” | 

There are about 250 osteopaths licensed by the board. 
The osteopaths have independent boards of examiner: 
in Connecticut, Michigan, Minnesota, Missour!. Arkan- 
sas, Montana, Oklahoma and California. They have rep- 
resentation in the Medical Board of Examiners In Wis- 
consin, Ohio and Kentucky. They have special! lecisla- 
tion also in Vermont, Illinois, lowa, Kansas, Nebraska. 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Indiana, Tennesser, Texas. 
North Carolina and New Mexico. 

Bills regulating the practice have been passed through 
both branches of the Legislature in several States. but 
were vetoed by the Governors under pressure of (the 
M. D.’s. All of this regulative legislation has been ac- 
complished in ten years. 

The fact that osteopaths are licensed by this State to 
care for its sick citizens until they elther get wel! or die 
is evidence that they are considered competent to sign 
any necessary certificates of birth or death to be filled as 
public records. At the time of the passage of the osteo- 
pathic law the question was raised as to whether osteo- 
paths could sign birth and death certificates. Alty.- 
Gen. Tirey L. Ford has delivered an opinion that the 
word “physician” as used in the statutes does not mean 
osteopaths, and therefore does not permit them ‘o.sign 
birth and death certificates. This opinion evidently 
takes it for granted that the word “physician” means 
one who gives physic, a cathartic, Instead of a najura! 
philosopher which was its former meaning. The expe- 
rience of a host of people will substantiate the Attorney- 
General's opinion that the giving of a cathartic is the 
M. D. physician's chief work. The meaning of words in 
the statutes must necessarily be limited by the time an‘ 
cecasion of their use, but new conditions, new discov- 
erles or even new applications of old discoveries canno' 
be held back by any. narrow interpretation of a statute
